. 'feftiy unequal, at the time thé Conftitutior was

To the Honorable the Legiflature of the State of 

Vermont, in General Affembly convened, October, 

Z4. D. 1804. | 

The Tiuftees of the Univerfity cf Vermont, 
in obedience to the Refolve of the Legiflature, 
pafled at their adjourned feffion at Windlor, on 
the 26th day of January, 1804, refpectiully lay 
before the Honorable Legiflature naw fitting, the 
following true Statement : 

— That in puriuance of the grant of the Legifla- 
ture, Nov. gl; 1791, -empowering the Truttees 
cf laid Univer(ity, ** To take charge of, leafe, 
rent, and improve to the beft advantage, all tuch 
grants of land, as have already been made by the 
authority of this State, for the ufe and bencfit of 
a College." The Truftces find, by infpecting the 
charters cflands, granted by the authority of the 
State, that certain lands are granted, cr relerved 
for the ule and benefit ofa College, in the towns, 
aud in the Gore, as herewith exhibited in (chedule 
,maiked A.--- Of fuch lands, the Trustees have 
proceeded to leafe, at durable leales, all fach 
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tracts of land as are exhibited in fchedule marked 
B. which alfo exh b «s the. amount of rents ree 
ferved «n all fuch leaie., the time when annually 
due, and the amount of rent actuailv received, 
[he Truftees here refpecifuliv ftue, that as 
the charters [o metimes, expre!s geveral's a right 
referved for the ufe and benefit of a Coli «e, and 
lometimes deliguate a certain 140ta œ tgoth 
part of the lands chartered, and but in one. or 
two instances exprets the number of acres fo re- 
ferved ; it isimpracticable to a certa:n at pretent, 
with any precidion, the exast quantity of land fo 
relerved. This difficulty is further increzfed trom 
the imperfection of the grants themíelves; fome 
of which are fo vaguely exprefled as to render it 
doubtful if the lands can be holden by luch ten- 
ure. In many towns, by neg'ech, or delign of 
the proprietors, the College lands have not beea 
fevered, or located ; in other towns, they have 
been located in unimprovable, and in aimaft m- 
acceflible parts, fo-as to be little or nothing worth. 
In le. fing the College lands, the Truttess have 
thought 1t prudent to proceed with deliberation, 
as itis obvious, chat when lea'es are durable, and 
the rents cannot be raited with the increaling 
value of the lands, while the towns are new, and 
but partially inhabited, it cangot be expected that 
they will command fo valuable a rent, or be rea- 
dily leafed to thule who would be able to make 
prompt payment. Indeed, the Truitees, in the 
exercite of the:r belt prudence, have, in feveral 
instances, been diappointed in the receipt of 
rents, by the tardineís, or ab!conding of leífees, 
Aud it wili becoblerved, that the Trustees are 
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obliged to allow the leffees of land in a ftate oi 
nature, a realonable term of years, at which their 
' firft payments of rent fhould commence. When 
lea ed, the landis confidered as the fole fecurity : 
andit not unfrequently happens, that the leflees 
of thete new lands (who are generally known to 
be not the moft opulent people! when the trut- 
tees have been at the expence of {canning out 
the lands and leafins them, abandon the lands, 
and leave the truftees to renew the whole labor 
and expence, with the total lofs of the expected 
rent, , 

. Under luch embarrafimentsit will not be fur- 
prizing that the truttees of the Univerlity have 
not actually received any more than ninety five 
dollars aud forty two cents, from all the lands grant. 
ed by the legiflature for the ufe of a college ; and 
no rcatonabie expectation can be had, that thele 
lands will be valuably productive for many years. 

Bv a vote of the truftees, at a meeting holden 
at Burlington, onthe 6th day of December 1802, 
the fum of one hundred dollars of the rents was 
appropriated towards the dilcharge of the Pre- 
fident’s falary. And by other votes, as will ap- 
pear cf record, anticipated appropriations of 
rents have been made, for the purchale of a li- 
brary and philofophical apparatus, &c. 

The rents of the lands which have been leafed 
by thetruitees, of thofe grants made by the Ie- 
gifl.ture for the ule and benefit of a college, 
. &mcunt to one thou'aud forty eight dollars fev- 
enty one cents, annually. The whole amount 
of rents on tho.e lands now due, is one hund- 
red ninety one dollars, 
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In obedience to that part of the Refolve of the 
Honorable Legiflature, directing the Trufteesto 
lay before them a true ftatement of the funds of 
faid univerfity, together with all the appropria- 
tions by them made, the Truftees proceed to ftáte, 
That in the year 1794, they, by their agent, . 
erected a building in the town of Burlington, for 
the accommodation of the Prefident and Students 
of the Univerfity, until they fhould be enabled to. - 
erect a fuitable College Edifice; which houfe was - 
completed, with proper out- buildings, in the year 
1799, and cost two thoufand four hundred forty- — 
five dollars and forty five cents ; and an Acade- 
my opened therein, under the directions of the. 
Truftees, for the: purpote of preparing {cholars 
for the Univerfity. 

Between the year 1800, and the prefent time, 
the Truftees have erected a brick building, cal- 
culated entirely for a College ; and is of the fol- 
lowing dimenfions, viz. 160 feet in length, 45 
feet in breadth, with projections in the centre; 15 . . 
feet in front, and 15 feet in the rear, fo as to make 
4o feet of «he centre, 75 feet wide, and is four fto- 
des in height, rifing 40 feet from the foundation, 
(which is of ftone) to the top of the upper ftory ; 
from that to the ridge 8 feet, with atower inthe 
centre 40 feet higher. A ground plan of the 
building herewith, will exhibit the divifion there- 
of into rooms, halls, &c. 

It contains a Chapel, as marked on the plan, 
which embraces the firit and fecond Stories ;---a 
Philolophical Chamber, of the fame dimenfions, 
embracing the third and fourth ttories, over the 
Chapel ;---a Library oom of the fame fize, em- 
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bracing the fecond and third Stóries,, in the front 
‘projection ;----a room for the Mufeum, and an. 
other for the fafe keeping of the Philofophical 
Appatatus, as marked on the plan, together with 
, 5o rooms for Students. The ouifide of the build. 
ing and tower, is nearly completed. The Chapel 
is alfo nearly finilhed, A number of the rooms 
fu, the fludents, are completely finifhed and oc- 
cupied---more are how finifhing, and the glah is 
procured for glazing the building. 

There has been expended on this edifice, for 
which proper vouchers are ready to be produced,’ 
the fum of twelve thoufand two hundred and 
three dolla:s eleven cents; making in the whole 
expenditures upon the college edifice, prefident's 
houfe, and out buildings, the lum of fourteen 
theuland nine hundred eighty one dollars eighty 
eight cents, including 393 dollars 98 cents, for the, 
laud on which the buildings are erected. | 

To meet this fum of 14 981 dollars 88 cents, 
which has been actually expended on the College 
edifice, Prefident's houle, &c. the Truftees ftate, 
that they have not applied one cent of the money 
anfing from the leafing of the lands granted by 
the Legiflature tor the ufe of a College ; but that 
‘they have depended entirely upon the almoft un: 
exampled liberality of individuals, chiefly refiding 
. jn Burlington, and a few towns in the vicinity, 
who, by their donations andloans, have enabled 
the Trustees to erect thofe buildings. : 

The Truftees proceed to lay before the Hon.. 
Legiflature, a. true ftatement of thofe donations 
and loans, i

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In September, 1789, fundry perfons fubfcribed, 
payable, principally, in new lands, horfes, cattle, 
and materials for building, the fum of 22,020 
dollars. This fubfcription includes 19 339 393. 
made by Ira Allen, payable 3,333 39, in a lot of 
land to erect the buildings on, and materials for 
the building, and the remainder in new lands. 
But of which fums thney-have received the lot of 
land; eftimatedat 938 99 ; to recover the remain- 
der trom the faid Ira Allen, the Truftees have 
commenced a fuit, obtained judgment, aud levied 
the execution on lands in Plainfield, which will 
probably fecure about ten thoufand dollars worth: 
of thofe lands. From other {fubfcriptions of the 
lame date, they have received 3,877 31 ; which, 
added to the price of faid lot of land, makesin the 
whole, which the Truftees have received: on {uch 
fublcriptions, the fum of 4,210 dollars G4 cents. 
Very little more can be expected from thole an= 
cient fubfcriptions. 

In the year 1799, lundry perfons fubícribed: . 
2,6go dollars ; of this (um the Truftees have 1e- 
ceived 22935. The remainder is payable iu. new 
lands, and’ may be received. Sundry perlons 
have, fince Dec. 1800, advanced to the Tiu:tees, 
the ium of 9.442 dollars 56 cents, which tum has 
been applied in erecting thé College edifice, and 
is to be repaid trem the fums due on the leveral 
fub:criptions, when colleéted. 

The whole fums received by the Trufices, cn 
the fubfcriptions and loans, amount to 9838 20; 
which, deducted tram the whole coft of the bu ld: 
ings, and land on which they are erected, being 
the fum of 14 981 88, leave the Corporation in 
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debt to their Agent the furn of 5,099 68. A 
more concile view of thofe expenditures may be 
D by recurring to the account current, marked 
The Trustees further State, that they have 
elected, and inducted into office, a Prefident, 
Tutor, and Lecturer in Surgery and Anatomy ; 
who ere the immediate instructors in the Univer. 
fity. . That a confiderable number of S:udents 
are entered on the College books, four of whom, 
having received at laid Univerfity fuch education! 
in the arts and fciences, as is ufual in colleges, 
„lat Auguft, received the degree of Bachelor of 
Arts, That additions are making to the number 
of Students, faster than rooms can convenxently 
be furnifhed for them. | 
* Through the munificence of individuals, a Li- 
brary is collecting, which has already become 
refpectable and valuable. The Uuiverfity is aifo 
furnifhed with a cóniplete Orrery, or Planetori- 
um, the Globes, an Eleétric Machine, and:Ma- 
thematical and Philofophical Inftruments ; which 
gives a flattering proipect, that in a few years, 
the Univerfity will be endowed with à complete 
Apparatus, The original records of the pro- 
ceedings of the Corporation, are here ready 
to be exhibited for the inípection of the Hon. 
Legiflature, which, with the documents, and 
fuch verbal information as the Legiflature may 
require, are refpectfully fubmitted by 
Roya LYLER, Committee for 
David RUSSELL, the Truflees 
Wa.

College buildings, including filty acres of land 
on which they are erected, amount to 14,981 dol- 
lars 88 cents, That the Truftees have received 
and applied in the buildings, and from «he fub- 
Ícriptions made in the years 1789 and 1799, the 
lum of 6:445 dollars and 64 cents. "That indi- 
viduals refiding in Burlington, and a few towns 
in the vicinity, have advanced towards erecting. 
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fhofe buildings, and to be repaid out o thofe 
fubfcriptions, the fum of 8,536 dolldrs, and 24 
cents ; and not a cent of the rents arifing. from 
the leafing oi the public lands, has been appro- 
priated in thofe buildings. `. |

mains unpaid, of the fubícriptions made in the 
year 1789, which cannot be collected -by the 
truftees, the fum of 6,427 dollars and 27 cents, 
which leaves a balance of all the fub(criptions un- 
appropriated, which may be applied, if collect- 
ed, in finifhing the college edifice, the fum of 
9.900 dollars and 85 cents.
